Christmas Shopping Makes December 
Retail Sales New High Record 


ip ETAIL sales in December are always the highest 
W® in the year and last year was no exception. 

Sales in November had passed the previous 
hristmas peak, partly because the autumn Budget 
presented on November 12 caused not only some 
haticipatory buying before its introduction, but also, 
by increasing the rate of purchase tax, had hastened 
he sale of current stocks ; in addition, the effect of 
he new clothing coupons made available at the 
beginning of October was still being felt. The rise 

n December was therefore comparatively small, 6 
per cent., but December was 24 per cent. higher than 
he average for the preceding twelve months. The 
atter rise is about the same as usual. 

Some special factors contributed to the December 
igures, in addition to the normal volume of Christmas 
purchases in that month. A smaller volume of 

thin purchases of Christmas presents might 
_ g Sales be expected in view of the excep- 

tionally high sales in November, but 
his reduced volume was probably rather more than 
bifset by the rise in prices resulting from the increases 
h purchase tax on a large proportion of the purchases 
othe month. Sales of apparel were 4 per cent. less 
han in November but were equal to those in October, 
he first month of the coupon period. Sales in all 
hree months were very high, those in December 
being 26 per cent. above the average for the preceding 
welve months. Sales of household goods were also 
maller than in November, by 3 per cent., though 
b4 per cent. above the twelve months’ average. 

Non-food merchandise as a whole rose by 8 per 
ent. on November, implying an enormous rise in 
purchases of goods other than apparel and household 
bo0ds—for which index numbers are not at present 
ompiled. These categories, notably sports and 
yeles (which include toys) and jewellery, leather 
nd miscellaneous fancy goods and books and 

ationery, are those most affected in these days of 
othes rationing by special gift purchases. The 


magnitude of the rise can also be gauged by com- 
paring the increase of 45 per cent. for non-food 
merchandise over the average for the previous twelve 
months with the increases of 24 and 26 per cent. for 
household goods and apparel, which together normally 
represent about three quarters of the total of non- 
food merchandise. 

Sales of food and perishables were 6 per cent. 
greater than in November and 11 per cent. above the 
twelve months’ average. Each of these figures is 
about the same as those recorded for December in 
both 1945 and 1946. 

The overall normality of sales in December is also 
seen if a comparison is made with a year earlier. The 
December figure shows a rise of 11-9 per cent. against 
12-4 per cent. for the trading year to 
date. Forfood and perishables alone 
the twofigures are also nearly identical, 
9-6 and 9-9 per cent. respectively. Non-food mer- 
chandise rose by 14-9 per cent. in December and 16-0 
per cent. in the trading year, but Christmas purchases 
caused considerably higher figures to be recorded for 
some categories—sports and cycles and jewellery and 
fancy goods in particular. 

Among the apparel categories, women’s and children’s 
clothing was the only one in which sales in December 
were lower than in October, the reduction from the 
November peak being 8 per cent. 
Footwear Men’s and boys’ wear was only 2 per 
Sales Up cent. down, while sales of footwear 
rose by 5 per cent. to the highest figure yet recorded. 

Stocks of footwear rose during the month, notwith- 
standing the greater value of sales, but for both 
women’s wear and men’s and boys’ wear reductions 
were recorded, this being quite a normal feature of 
trade in December.

Publication of Abstract of 
Statistics Resumed 


The first post-war publication of the Annual Abstract 
of Statistics for the United Kingdom is now available for 
the years 1935-1946. 

The last issue of the Annual Abstract was published in 
1940 and related to the years 1924 to 1938. This present 
issue includes the last years of the inter-war period, the 
war itself, and the immediate post-war period. The purpose 
of the Abstract is to provide in compact and convenient 
form all the main statistics relating to our national life. 
It sets in broad perspective some of the economic and 
social changes that have occurred in the years since 1935. 

The Annual Abstract is a companion publication to the 
Monthly Digest of Statistics. The latter gives up-to-date 
figures on a limited number of subjects for which statistics 
are available month by month. The Annual Abstract 
gives figures for the series given in the monthly digest 
and presents some of them in more detail. In addition, it 
contains data on many subjects for which information is 
collected only once a year, and in this issue certain informa- 
tion is made available for the first time, partly because 
many departmental publications were discontinued during 
the war and are only now being restarted. 

The Annual Abstract of Statistics is indispensable to 
all in the United Kingdom and elsewhere who are interested 
in studying changes in economic and social conditions 
in this country: businessmen, economists, secondary 
school and university teachers, trade and trade union 
organizations, social workers, and _ research workers 
generally.

The Abstract of Statistics contains 279 pages, and 
includes 306 statistical tables. It has been prepared by 
the Central Statistical Office, in collaboration with the 
Statistics Divisions of Government Departments.

Changes in Single Yarn 


Total figures for cotton single yarn conceal a gradual 
put considerable switchover from coarser to medium counts 
of singles yarn which had begun after the war and continued 
throughout 1946 and 1947. Output of coarse counts rose 
only 34 per cent. in July—Decemberfcompared with the 
second half of 1946, while for 27’s—80’s it went up by 
6 percent. In the second half of the year there was, however, 
a reversal of the continued rise in output of fine counts 
(over 80’s), which fell by 6 per cent. from the corresponding 
figure of 1946. 

January production of cotton yarn, partly affected by 
the weather, was down to a figure comparable with the 
holiday months in 1946. In February output was halved. 
The recovery achieved by May was then interrupted by 
holidays, which affect production in some degree from 
June to September, so that it was the autumn before 
figures comparable with the previous November could be 
attained. From July onward, however, production was 
better than in 1946. With the aid of higher production in 
December than a year earlier, largely because of overtime 
working, output in the last quarter was 5 per cent. higher 
than the fourth quarter of 1946, and for the relatively 
small spun rayon output the rise was 25 per cent. Output 
of single cotton yarn reached only 60 per cent. of the 1937 
level in the fourth quarter of 1947. 


Doubled Yarn 


After the low first quarter there were rises in output 
of doubled cotton yarn of 3, 5, and 11 per cent. in succeeding 
three-monthly periods compared with the previous year. 
The fall at holiday time came later and was sharper than 
for singles yarn because this section of the industry is 
largely located in towns which take their holidays in 
August. 


More Cloth in Last Quarter 


Although the output of cotton cloth for the year was 
very slightly less than in 1946, the last quarter’s production 
was 64 per cent. up on the corresponding period in 1946.

N exporter always has to contend with difficulties

Information Available 


The Export Promotion Department is a ready source of 
what might be described as basic information about coun- 
that is to say it can supply data covering 
population climatic conditions, buying seasons, 
transport facilities, public holidays, tastes and prejudices, 
ete. This information and a great deal besides is embodied 
series of booklets giving hints to business visitors 
travelling to countries abroad. The booklets are supplied 
free to all United Kingdom business men, but because of 
paper shortage their issue is limited to those who intend to 
travel. The information contained in the booklets is, 
however, available to all who need it. ‘* Hints to Business 
Men Visiting Venezuela,” reviewed in the Board of Trade 
Journal on November 29, is an example of these booklets. 
In that issue was published a list of the countries covered 
by booklets issued in the past two years. 

The Department is now resuming the issue of reports 
upon and commercial conditions in countries 
abroad. The preparation of these reports was suspended 
during the War. The reports, which are prepared by the 
Overseas officers of the Department, are designed to give 
the United Kingdom exporter a picture of economic and 
i] conditions in the markets with which he trades 
or contemplates trading, thus enabling him to gauge the 
and suitability of any particular country for his 
goods, and to decide upon the lines on which his enterprises 
can be most profitably directed. The reports present a 
compact and up-to-date survey of the most important 
features of national finance and trading, import and export 
trade, local industrial output, and of agriculture, mining 
and fisheries. They also contain some account of tariff 
changes and of transport and social questions.

Reports on Markets 


Apart from general information about countries abroad 
the manufacturer engaged in export trade needs to know 
as much as possible about the possibilities in individual 
overseas markets for the sale of the goods he makes. The 
Department is able to meet his need either at once from its 
own records which are built up on reports received from 
officers or by obtaining from them specially 
prepared reports. The provision of reports on the market 
for particular commodities in individual markets is indeed 
an important part of the Department’s intelligence service. 

The reports are prepared on the initiative of the overseas 
officers themselves, at the request of trade organizations 
and firms, or on the instruction of the Department, which 
endeavours to anticipate the requirements of industry. 
They are not, of ‘course, technical documents 
overseas officers are not trade experts; they are general 
surveys which give a straightforward account of the 
possibilities for the sale of a particular commodity in the 
local market and in doing so assess the competition to be

faced, describe the development of local manufacture and 
show the trend of the market. 

As a result of its accumulated knowledge and experience 
the Department is able to give the business man a First 
opinion on his marketing problems. To those who are 
contemplating opening up trade with countries with which 
they have not previously dealt this is a service of value. It 
is particularly valuable to the new exporter. He can place 
his problem before the Department, which will then tell 
him where are the best prospects for the sale of his goods 
and advise him about the best method to employ in selling 
them, namely, through the services of a merchant, by local 
representation and so on. 

If necessary the problem is placed before the Depart- 
ment’s officers in likely markets for the goods concerned 
and the enquirer thus obtains the up-to-date and impartial 
advice of experienced men on the spot. 


Licences and Duties 


Among the many requirements of the exporter is a 
convenient source of accurate information about the duties 
imposed upon his goods by countries abroad and in many 
cases about the import licence system affecting their im- 
portation. Additionally, makers of certain classes of 
commodities must know about the effect upon their goods 
of special legislation such as food and drug laws, ete. 
The Export Promotion Department maintains a special 
section to answer enquiries on these matters. 

It will be seen that the Department provides a fairly 
comprehensive service of information about conditions in 
overseas markets and about the prospects for the sale of 
United Kingdom goods. 


New Capital Issues 


The following statistics have been compiled by the 
Midland Bank Limited. These compilations of issues of 
new capital, which are subject to revision, exclude all bor- 
rowings by the British Government; shares issued to 
vendors; allotments arising from the capitalization of 
reserve funds and undivided profits ; sales of already issued 
securities which add nothing to the capital resources of the 
company whose securities have been offered ; and issues in 
replacement of securities previously held in the United 
Kingdom. The figures are based upon the prices of issue. 

On the above basis the total of new capital issues for 
January 1948 is £38,470,000 (as against £1 1,186,000 in 
January 1947).

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Chancellor’s Warning on Menace of 
Gap in Overseas Trade 


HE Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Stafford Cripps, 

speaking in London on Tuesday, gave a survey of 

Britain’s balance of payments position, simultaneously 
with the issue of the White Paper ‘* United Kingdom 
Balance of Payments, 1946 and 1947 ”’ (Cmd. 7324 price 2d, 
H.M. Stationery Office). 

The Chancellor said that the figures for the United 
Kingdom current balance of payments in 1947, now avail- 
able, would leave no doubt that our national efforts to 
increase exports, and reduce imports to an essential mini- 
mum, were fully justified and must indeed be pursued 
with vigour and determination. In the past year the gap 
between our overseas expenditure and what we were 
currently earning to meet that expenditure, reached 
menacing proportions, despite an expansion in home 
production and exports which in themselves were most 
praiseworthy. It was a gap which we must close by our 
own efforts, supported, we earnestly hoped, by Marshall 
aid; if we failed, the gap would close itself through the 
drying up of our essential supplies of food and raw materials 
for which we would have no means of paying. 


Deficit on Current Account 


Last year’s deficit on current account, including ‘‘ in- 
visible ’’ transactions, amounted to £675 millions (compared 
with £380 millions in 1916). The deficit with the western 
hemisphere, was £680 millions, and the deficit with the 
rest of the world outside the sterling area, £75 millions, 
making a total of £755 millions, less a surplus of £80 millions 
with the sterling area, which gave the overall deficit of 
£675 millions. 

The strain on our resources was, however, even greater 
than these figures suggested. We are bankers to the 
sterling area, and finance the dollar requirements of all 
sterling area countries. The net expenditure of gold and 
dollars in 1947 by the whole sterling area including the 
United Kingdom was £1,098 millions. After allowing for 
gold purchases from the sterling area, mainly South Africa, 
we got a figure cf £1,023 millions, for the net drain on our 
gold and dollar resources (including drawings on the Ameéri- 
can and Canadian loans) and on the I.M.F’.. in 1947. 

These sterling area reserves had been contributed to by 
the countries now drawing upon them. ‘The sterling 
countries were working together to reduce their dollar 
requirements to a minimum and increase their own pro- 
duction, thus making a contribution of great importance 
to the removal of the world’s excessive dependence on the 
western hemisphere. 

The difficulties created for us by the adverse movements 
in the terms of trade were strikingly demonstrated in 1947. 
The adverse visible balance on a f.o.b. basis was £449 
millions. Had the terms of trade upon which we were 
operating in 1938 obtained last year, this deficit would have 
been some £300 millions less. As evidence of the way in 
which prices moved against us over the past year alone, 
it was worth noting that while the volume of our exports 
increased by about 10 per cent. and the volume of our im- 
ports by little more, the increase in the valve of our exports 
was only half the increased cost of our imports. Inciden- 
tally, despite the slightly higher volume of imports to which 
he had referred, we were still receiving in 1947 only about 
75 per cent. of the quantity of goods we imported in 1938. 


Rising Prices 

Any general rise in prices must be to the disadvantage 
of a country working on the basis of a deficit in visible 
trade compensated for by invisible earnings, or balanced, 
a was our position in 1947, by overseas borrowing. A 
doubling of both import and export prices, for example, 
doubled the gap which had to be met by invisible income 
orloans. The items which constituted invisible income and 
expenditure did not move in consonance with commodity 
price movements—most noticeable was the case of income 
from investments—and there was therefore little compensa- 
tion from invisibles for the wider gap in the visible account. 
But the actual situation was even less favourable than that 
Which would result from a doubling of import and export 
prices, Export average values (third quarter 1947) were 
“26 per cent. of 1938, while the: corresponding figure for 
imports was 267 per cent. The pressure of the world’s 
demand for food and raw materials had created this position, 


and since our own dependence on imported food and raw 
materials was so great, we must face the fact that greater 
effort on our part was needed to obtain the same amount 
of essential supplies. 

Before the war we relied upon our invisible receipts to 
pay for the excess of our commodity imports. Over a 
quarter of our total imports were, in fact, paid for by this 
means in 1938. ‘The war destroyed that favourable position. 
Not only were we obliged to sell a large part of our invest- 
ments, but we also engaged in heavy borrowing, with the 
consequence that our net income from investments was 
only a fraction of its former amount ; loss of shipping and 
the need to charter foreign ships had reduced net income 
from that source; exceptional Government expenditure 
overseas including the cost of UNRRA and Germany 
had had to be met. 


Government Expenditure 


So instead of an invisible surplus of £232 millions in 
1938, we had in 1946 a net deficit on invisible account of 
£176 millions, including Government expenditure of £290 
millions. Last year, though Government expenditure 
overseas was reduced by £79 millions to £211 millions, the 
net deficit was £50 millions higher at £226 millions. Large 
savings in Government expenditure were offset by an in- 
crease in non-Governmental outgoings and by smaller 
receipts. 

Sir Stafford emphasized that the figures relating to 
invisible trade were provisional in the sense that they were 
collected from numerous sources and were subject to later 
correction as more exact information became available. 
But no important change in the overall position now 
revealed need be expected. 

A detailed examination of the invisible items showed 
that substantial changes occurred in 1947 as compared with 
1946. Net military expenditure overseas at £80 millions 
was only about one-third of the 1946 figure (£230 millions), 
while relief and rehabilitation at £62 millions accounted 
for only about a half of our 1946 outlay. These two items 
together showed a saving of nearly £200 millions a year. 
There were, however, heavy offsets in the increased cost of 
Germany, which at £79 millions was nearly double that 
of 1946, and through much smaller receipts «£10 millions 
as compared with £90 millions) from the sale of Government 
surplus stocks, especially wool, and from certain post-war 
military settlements. This heavier expenditure on Germany 
and smaller receipts together offset by £119 millions the 
savings of nearly £200 millions on military and _ relief 
expenditure. Net Government expenditure overseas in 
1947 was thus only about £80 millions less than in the 
previous year. 

Despite the ban which operated in the last quarter of 
the year tourist expenditure in 1947 was double that of 
1946 and amounted to some £50 millions. No exact figure 
was available for expenditure by tourists coming to this 
country, but there was little doubt that the increase between 
1946 and 1947, was considerable. 


Shipping Earnings 

There was no need to enlarge on our war-time shipping 
losses. The effect of these losses upon our net shipping 
earnings had been masked by the fact that we were currently 
importing only about 75 per cent. of the pre-war volume 
of goods and the claims upon British shipping for carrying 
goods to this country had been correspondingly reduced. 
It should be noted that the figures of United Kingdom 
import and export trade, published each month in the 
Trade and Navigation Accounts, gave the cost of imports 
on a c.i.f. basis. This meant that the figure included 
insurance and freight as well as the cost of the goods,while 
exports were shown f.o.b., which meant that only the cost 
of the goods was shown, with no addition for freight and 
insurance. So what we called the visible gap between 
imports and exports as shown in the T'rade and Navigation 
Accounts was larger than the difference between the price 
we paid overseas for the goods themselves and the value 
of the goods we exported. The freight and insurance 
charge included in the import figures consisted, in fact, 
largely of payments made to British shipping and insurance 
companies. 
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The import figures we now used for balance of payments 
purposes were on a f.o.b. basis and shipping earnings were 
thus excluded, being payments of an internal nature. 
On this basis the net earnings of United Kingdom shipping 
in 1947 were estimated at £17 millions, as against £10 
millions in 1946 and £20 millions before the war. Had we 
now available our pre-war tonnage of shipping, our net 
shipping income, with imports continuing at their present 
restricted level, would have amounted to several times the 
pre-war level. As it was, in spite of the fact that we were 
using a smaller volume of shipping for our own imports the 
amount available for use on the profitable cross-trade 
route was less than before the war. In addition the overseas 
expenses of British ships had risen very substantially. 
For example, the necessity of foreign bunkering had reduced 
our net shipping income still further, while the heavy cost 
of repairing in foreign ports—which pressure on our own 
yards made inevitable—had also contributed to the reduc- 
tion in our shipping earnings overseas. Expenditure on 
both these counts should be less in the current year. 


Investment Income 


The decline in our investment income—which had not 
yet been finally arrested since there were continued sales 
of our assets abroad in 1947—had been made more onerous 
by the fact that we had had to meet interest charges on 
our war-time borrowing of over £3,500 millions, combined 
particularly last year with heavy transfers of profits by 
foreign firms operating in this country. The net result was 
that our net income from investments was no more than 
£51 millions in 1947, a decline of £24 millions on 1946 and 
of £124 millions on 1938. What this decline meant against 
its background of rising prices was strikingly demonstrated 
by the fact that in 1938 investment income paid for some 
21 per cent. of our total imports, while the corresponding 
figure in 1946 was only seven per cent., and last year little 
over three per cent. 

Over the field of the remaining invisibles our experience 
in 1947 was unfavourable, a credit of £70 millions in 1946 
having turned into a debit of £20 millions in 1947. ‘* Other 
receipts’? covered a vast number of varied activities and 
transactions, such as insurance claims and premiums, 
payment of royalties and copyrights, commercial travel, 
advertising expenditure, development of our enterprises 
overseas, personal remittances, including legacies and 
bequests and a host of other forms of income and expendi- 
ture. Our information over much of this field was rather 
uncertain, but there was a large increase in expenditure, 
much of it of a productive character which could be expected 
to yield a return in the near future. It was largely connected 
with establishing new markets and business connections 
overseas as part of the export drive, and of course also on 
the restoration of plants and other physical property 
damaged or neglected during the war. 
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Prospects for 1948 


Turning to the prospects for our invisible trade in 194 
Sir Stafford said that we could not expect any improvement 
in our investment position this year. The loss of income 
from investment in the devastated areas of the Far East 
would not rapidly be restored. But shipping should do 
better. More ships would be available through new building 
and our passenger fleet particularly should make an jp. 
creased contribution. The heavy drain for relief and for 
Germany should be reduced to only about one-tenth of 
the figure for 1947 and we might expect less to be spent by 
tourists despite the lifting of the ban, besides increased 
income from tourists visiting this country. But allowing 
for the minimum overseas military and other commitments 
that we must maintain, we should still be some distance 
from striking a balance on our invisible account. 

On the subject of capital account, Sir Stafford said 
that in the year 1947 the United Kingdom had a deficit 
with the dollar area (that was the United States, Canada. 
and the other American account countries) of £626 millions 
as compared with £340 millions in 1946. ‘The rest of the 
sterling area had a deficit with the dollar area of £268 
millions as compared with £38 millions in 1946. In addition, 
on behalf of the whole sterling area, including the United 
Kingdom, there was a net transfer of gold and dollars 
to other countries of £157 millions, as compared with a 
surplus of £80 millions in 1946. There were one or two 
smaller additional figures to add in, but the total result 
was that the net drain on our reserves was £1,023 millions 
as compared with £266 millions in 1946. 

During the course of the year there was substantial 
investment in the sterling area, for the restoration and 
development of industries there, and some redemption of 
debt. In addition there was undoubtedly, and particularly 
to South Africa, some movement of capital funds over and 
above economic needs. But these changes were not, of 
course, directly connected with the drain on reserves of 
which he had spoken. The drain on the reserves attribut- 
able to the rest of the sterling area, and the capital move- 
ments to the sterling area, were together reflected in the 
decrease ir the sterling balances of the sterling area 
countries. 

A supreme effort must be made this year to remedy 
our external position. Abnormal world conditions rendered 
the task particularly difficult but there was no alternative: 
we must either export and earn enough to pay for our food 
and raw materials, or do without. Upon our capacity to 
export and earn depended our capacity to work our way 
through these trying years, and this in turn meant that the 
competitive power of our products must be maintained 
and, if possible improved. Price was increasingly becoming 
a decisive factor in sales and if rising costs priced us out 
of the market, then our food supplies as well as our in- 
dustrial employment would be placed in jeopardy.

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Removal of Subsidies Contributes to 
Rise in January 


HE rise in the Board of Trade index number in 

January, 4°3 per cent., exceeded any monthly move- 

ment since November 1939, and compares with annual 
increases of 6-2 per cent. and 13-1 per cent. respectively, 
in the years 1946 and 1947. The main contributory causes 
were the removal from the beginning of the month of the 
on cotton cloths and leather; other important 
influences were the substantial increases from January 5 
in the prices of wood pulp, the general advance for coal 
on January 1 and the rise in iron and steel prices which 
followed on the 28th of the month. Industrial matoriaks 
and manufactures as a whole showed a rise of 5-8 per cent. 
excluding hides and skins and cotton cloths, the average 
prices of the commodities included in this index rose by 
1-6 per cent. during the month. The effect of the rise in 
iron and steel prices at the end of the month will not be 
seen until the February index. Among the food items, 
the index for which showed an increase of 1-3 per cent., 
the only important change was in respect of cocoa. Com- 
pared with 1938, prices of all articles advanced by 109 per 
cent., industrial materials and manufactures by 127 per 
cent., and food and tobacco by 79 per cent. 

The regrouped data, in which the prices of industrial 
materials and manufactures (excluding fuel) are subdivided 
into three separate categories, showed increases compared 
with December of 13-3 per cent. for basic materials, 5-2 
per cent. for manufactured articles and 0-2 per cent. for 
intermediate products. Building materials were dearer on 
the average during January by 0-4 per cent. 

Food and Tobacco: The advance of 2:8 per cent. in 
‘other food ’’ was due mainly to the increase on January 4 
of 106s. 6d. per cwt. in the selling price of raw cocoa, 
representing a rise of about 81 per cent. in the average price 
for the month. The other changes were relatively small, 
apples and tomatoes being dearer on the average by 5} 
and 14 per cent., respectively, while potatoes (weight of 3) 
rose further in January by about 3 per cent. Cereal prices 
as a whole rose a little as a result of increases of 4 and 24 
per cent. respectively in the prices of English malting and 
Gazette average barley, each of which have a weight of 
3 in the index. Offsetting these to a large extent was a 
reduction of 7 per cent. in the price paid by millers for 
English Gazette average wheat, the rebate on account of 
milling costs having been increased in January to take 
account of future increases in the controlled price during 
February and March.

Industrial Materials and Manufactures: ‘Che removal of 
the subsidy caused an average rise of 26 per cent. in the 
index number for the cotton group as a whole. For the 
types of subsidized cotton cloths included in the index, 
the removal of the subsidy represented price increases 
ranging from 50 per cent. for lining cloth to 83 per cent. 
for heavy drill. Prices of raw cotton and yarns were 
canvas. 

The miscellaneous group, which includes hides and 
skins and paper-making materials, advanced on_ the 
average by 13-4 per cent. The removal of the subsidy 
increased prices of imported hides—Americanos and 
frigorifico—by 105 and 64 per cent. respectively, native 
hides by 76 per cent., calfskins by 61 per cent. and goatskins 
by 118 per cent. Following the authorized increase on 
January 5, the average prices of the four types of chemical 
wood pulp included in the index rose during the month 
by 20 to 25 per cent., while mechanical wood pulp (weight 
of 2) rose by over 14 per cent. An increase of about 3 per 
cent. was recorded for one of the two kinds of bricks 
(common stocks) included in the index, the maximum 
price being raised on January 5, while cement became 
dearer during the month by about 1} per cent. 

The general increase from January 1 of 2s. 6d. per ton 
in the pithead price of coal for home use and of 25s. 0d. in 
the price for export and foreign bunkers raised the index 
number for the coal group by 9:8 per cent. ; the increases 
represented about 5-6 per cent. and 50 per cent. for the 
quotations used in the index. Most of the iron and steel 
items went up as a result but, as mentioned above, since the 
revised priced did not come into force until January 28, 
their full effect will not be shown in the index till February. 
Most types of semi-finished and finished steel were raised by 
between 1 and 2 per cent. Hematite pig-iron advanced 
by about 4} per cent., and other descriptions by rather 
more than 2 per cent. 

Prices of raw wool and of merino tops rose further during 
January by about 33 per cent., while yarn prices, which 
had been steady since the end of November, advanced in 
the last week of the month, average prices being about 
1 per cent. higher than in December. Among “ other 
textiles ’’ a sharp fall of 29 per cent. was recorded in the 
price of Japanese raw silk, the Italian variety also being 
cheaper, by about 4 per cent. The only other change was 
in respect of jute, the average price of which was about

The increase of 1-1 per cent. recorded for uon-ferrous 
metals was due mainly to a rise of 10} per cent. in the 
average price of tin; the advance of 19 per cent. on 
December 17 was followed by a further increase of 1-8 per 
cent. on January 17. Lead pipes and sheets (weight of 
one-third each), on the other hand, fell in price by about 
2 per cent. 

There were very few changes among ‘‘ chemicals and 
oils’’ ; increased production costs had the effect of raising 
the price of white lead paint by slightly over 1 per cent., 
while a small seasonal increase was recorded for fertilizers.

in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


WEDNESDAY FEBRUARY 4 


Licences for Football Pools 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
stated that up to January 28, 1948, licences had been issued 
to 41 football pool firms, in addition to the members of the 
Football Pool Promoters’ Association. 


Geneva Discussions 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Bottomley, said 
that the United Kingdom delegation at the recent discus- 
sions in Geneva included a senior official of the Government 
of the Malayan Union, but he had to return to his post 
before it became possible to negotiate actively on rubber, 
which was only considered at the end of the Conference. 


THURSDAY FEBRUARY 5 


Lace Exports 

The President stated that a number of countries, including 
the United States and Canada, were willing to import lace, 
and the opening of other markets which were at present 
closed to our exports was an important objective of our 
bilateral negotiations. 

It would be against the interest of the export drive to 
allow lace to be supplied on the home market at the present 
time. 


Purchases of Softwood Timber 

Negotiations for the purchase of softwood timber were 
in prospect with most of the European supplying countries, 
the next few months being the normal season of the year 
for such negotiations it was stated. With regard to the 
supply of timber for house-building, the programme was 
to be reviewed in the summer in the light of the amount of 
timber which we were likely to import this year. 


Wool Cloth : 

Although traders may in a few cases be unable to dispose 
immediately of certain types of wool cloth for export, it 
would be far from true to suggest that the overseas market 
for wool dress and coat fabrics had dried up, the President 
said. In these circumstances he was not prepared to 
stimulate the supply of these cloths to the home market by 
reducing their coupon-pointing. 


Footwear Repairs 

Asked if he could state the percentage increase in the 
price of leather to the boot and shoe repairers consequent 
upon the withdrawal of the subsidy, the President replied : 
‘No, Sir’’. The increases varied with the type and quality 
of leather, but all the available information on the point 
was being collected with a view to the amending Order 
governing footwear repairs which he hoped to make before 
the end of February. 


Marketing of Goods by Small Manufacturers 

The facilities and services at present available to the 
small manufacturer for marketing goods were generally 
adequate said the President, and were producing satis- 
factory results. The Board of Trade was always prepared 
to discuss with manufacturers the advantage of forming 
groups among themselves. 


Employment for Disabled Miners 

Questioned about the facilities in South Wales for the 
employment of disabled miners, the President said that 
one Grenfell factory at Llwynypia was substantially com- 
pleted by the end of the year. The tenants were moving 
in but were at present only employing a few workers. He 
hoped the remaining factories would be ready in the next 
few months. ‘The total employment which would be pro- 
vided in all ten factories, when they were in full production, 
Was estimated at about 2,000 persons, a minimum of 50 per 
cent. of whom would be drawn from the Disabled Persons’ 
Register. There were 3,723 unemployed miners in South 
Wales who were certified with pneumoconiosis. It was 
expected that a considerable number of these would find 
employment opportunities in the many other factories, 
including the Remploy factories, which had heen erected 
or were in course of erection in the South Wales Develop- 
ment Area, 


Development Areas 

The President stated that the areas scheduled under the 
Distribution of Industry Act, 1945, were the North-Eastern, 
West Cumberland, South Wales and Monmouthshire, and 
Scottish Development Areas (of which a full description 
was contained in the First Schedule of the Act) and the 
Wrexham and South Lancashire Development Areas (of 
which a full description was contained in the Distribution 
of Industry (Development Areas) Order, 1946). No areas 
had been declared Development Areas during the past 
three months. 

The President said he was aware that new industries 
in the South Wales Development Area, as in other parts 
of the country, were in some cases having difficulty in 
obtaining supplies of scarce raw materials, but his informa- 
tion did not support the suggestion made by a questioner 
that considerable unemployment had been caused thereby. 
He was keeping this matter under constant review and 
although it might not be possible in present circumstances 
to meet all requirements, preferential treatment would 
continue to be given to firms in Development Areas within 
the limits of the materials available. 


FRIDAY FEBRUARY 6 


Supplies of Methanol 

The President said that the shortage of methanol was due 
mainly to rapidly increasing demand overtaking existing 
manufacturing capacity but there had been some loss of 
production during the winter months due to difficulties 
with power supply. Additional supplies of methanol for 
the manufacture of formaldehyde could, however, be 
expected in the near future as the result of efforts on the 
part of the producers to secure maximum output from their 
plants. 


TUESDAY FEBRUARY 10 


Imports of Timber 

Mr. Bottomley said it was not possible to estimate at the 
present stage what timber might become available to this 
country under the European Recovery Plan. Regarding 
timber under the Anglo-Soviet Trade Agreement, he had 
no doubt that in the negotiations for which provision 
was made in the recent agreement, the question of timber 
would arise, and we should hope to conclude a satisfactory 
agreement for such timber as was available. 


Furniture from Gold Coast 

Asked why import licences were refused for furniture 
made in the Gold Coast, Mr. Bottomley replied that in 
view of the restrictions imposed on our own furniture 
industry by the shortage of timber and the operation of 
the Utility scheme, furniture imports were limited to 
articles comparable in type, quality and price to home- 
produced Utility furniture, and to cases where no special 
currency problem arose. We would be prepared to consider 
applications to import from the Gold Coast furniture which 
satisfied these conditions, but no such applications had so 
far been received. 
Suits for Demobilization 

The Wool Control had arranged that clothing manu- 
facturers who used their own cloth in making-up suits 
for the Ministry of Supply would be able to re-order similar 
material from their cloth suppliers, and the latter would 
give priority to the production of this replacement material, 
it was stated. 
Goods for Home Market 

Asked about goods for the home market, Mr. Bottomley 
said that our production plans were necessarily aimed first 
at increasing exports so as to finance our essential imports, 
and increased supplies of consumption goods on the home 
market must depend on increased output, which was 
governed partly by the availability of raw materials and, 
in’ the important case of textiles, quite largely by the rate 
of increase of the labour force. Moreover, the absorptive 
capacity of foreign markets could never be accurately 
gauged and this was bound to impose an element of 
uncertainty into any calculations of the amount that 
would be available at any particular time for the home 
market.

He was glad to say that home supplies of certain essential 
goods, for example, cutlery and perambulators, was already 
easier, but in other directions, for example, pottery, he 
could foresee no important change in the supply position 
for a considerable time. 


Infants’ Wear 

A sample enquiry designed to provide information of 
practical value to the Board in planning the production 
of infants’ wear was carried out by four officers, it was 
stated, and 69 gallons of petrol were used. 


Machinery for Textile Industry 

At the end of November last, orders on the books of the 
textile machinery industry for machinery for spinning and 
all processes preparatory to weaving, amounted to about 
£43 million worth from firms in the cotton industry and 
£54 million worth from wool firms, it was stated. Total 
orders for these machines amounted to £564 million worth, 
most of which were from export customers. 


Use of Paper 

Mr. Bottomley said that publishers were required to 
give an undertaking that they would not transfer any 
paper licensed to them for books to other publishers except 
with permission from the Paper Control. Enquiries were 
at present being made into certain groups of quota-holders 
to check that proper use was made of any paper licensed 
for book production. 


Exports of Clothing to Germany 

Mr. Gottomley said that discussions were taking place 
with the authority of the President of the Board of Trade 
with a view to selling women’s coats and dresses to the 
British Zone of Germany, since we must increase our 
‘xports of all kinds, including clothing, to all countries 
from which we could obtain an adequate return. If these 
discussions resulted in a sale, the purchase price would 
enable us to buy goods we needed more urgently than the 
clothing which was exported. 
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British Industry’s Progress Toward 
Export Targets 


HE article in last week’s issue of the Board of Trade 

Journal on the volume of United Kingdom oversea 

trade in 1947, included a section reviewing the progress 
made during the third and fourth quarters of 1947 toward 
the export targets for 1948, as announced in September. 
Particulars were given then for broad groups of manufac- 
tures only and more detailed figures are shown in the 
following tables, in which the monthly rate of export 
achieved during this period by each of the more important 
individual commodities is compared with the rate in the 
last quarter of 1946 and with the target set for mid-1948. 
The effect of price changes has been eliminated by expressing 
values throughout in terms of prices during the fourth 
quarter of 1946; the figures thus give comparisons on a 
quantitative basis.

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Footwear Repair Charge; 


HE Board of Trade, after consultation with the Centra] 

Price Regulation Committee, have now made a new 

Order which fixes maximum charges fo; 
leather repairs and repairs carried out with other materials. 
This Order, which is known as the Footwear 
(Maximum Charges) Order 1948*, revokes the Boot and 
Shoe Repairs (Maximum Charges) Order 1944 (S.R. & 0 
1944 No. 1192) and the Boot and Shoe Repairs (Maximun 
Charges) Order 1948 (S.I. 1948 No. 5), and 
operation on February 16, 1948. 

For leather repairs, the maximum charges which have beer 
operative since January 12 are increased by a further 2q, 
in the shilling, making a total increase of 8}d. in the shilling 
of pre-war charges in the case of repair factories (as defined 
in the Order) and 83d. in the shilling in the case of othe; 
repairers. For non-leather repairs the previous maximum 
charge is reduced by 14d. in the shilling of pre-war charges, 
the total increase per shilling of pre-war charges now being 
5d. in the case of repair factories and 54d. in the case of 
other repairers. 

Repairers (other than repair factories) may, if they wish, 
price by reference to the cash maximum charges set out in 
the First Schedule to the Order, as an alternative to pricing 
on the basis of pre-war charges plus the appropriate permit 
ted increase. 

These price adjustments are intended to compensate 
footwear repairers for recent increases in the cost of leather 
and in the cost of substitute materials. As has already 
been announced, the Central Price Regulation Committee 
is conducting a costing investigation into the footwea 
repair industry generally, which will take account of 
increases in other items of cost and of the profits being 
earned by footwear repairers. 

The charges fixed by the new Order will be 
to review when this investigation is completed.

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Unequal Effects of Christmas Trade on 
December Sales 


HRISTMAS buying Jed to some further large advances 

in sales in December being reported by the panels of 

independent retailers who make returns to the Board 
of Trade Outstanding were the rises over November 
of more than 40 per cent. shown by booksellers, stationers 
and newsagents and by retailers of toys, sports goods and 
leather goods. Large increases in sales were also recorded 
chemists and men’s wear shops, but sales 
by furniture dealers, boot and shoe retailers and electrical 
and radio shops were lower than in November. It should, 
of course, be remembered that these indexes are of values 
of sales, which were affected in December by the imposition 
of higher rates of purchase tax in the Autumn Budget. 

In all trades, not even excepting motor and cycle dealers, 
garages and filling-stations (though here the number of 
contributors is rather small and may not be fully repre- 
sentative) sales during February-December 1947 were 
higher than in the previous year and generally showed an 
increase greater than for December sales. The difference 
was small for boot and shoe shops, chemists, and book- 
sellers, stationers and newsagents but very marked in the 
case of radio and electrical dealers, motor dealers, etc., and 
bespoke tailors. 

The seasonal increase between November and December 

vas generally less marked in 1947 than in 1946; this may 

be explained in part by November purchases in anticipation 
of price increases. In certain trades, notably radio and 
electrical December sales were lower than in 
November. 

In the table on the next page index numbers of sales 
are given for all months for which comprehensive figures 
are available. In the one below, sales in December 1947 
are compared with those a year earlier, and in the adjoining 
column separate comparisons are shown for those districts 
where the large enough to yield reliable 
statistics.

Higher Sales by Drapers and Men’s Outftters 


Contrary to the experience of the large retailers, the 
seasonal rise in demand in December in the independent 
drapery and men’s wear trades outweighed any tendency 
there may have been for sales to dwindle as the coupon 
period ran its course, and sales by the former were 7 and 
by the latter 15 per cent. higher than in November. Among 
the men’s wear shops, the outfitters recorded a much 
greater rise (20 per cent.) than the bespoke tailors (8 per 
cent.). The different experience may well arise from the 
selling in the independent shops of a higher proportion of 
unrationed goods suitable for Christmas presents. For 
boot and shoe retailers there was a fall of about 4 per cent., 
the change conflicting again with the movement shown 
by the footwear departments of the large stores. 

Coupon takings in drapers’ and men’s wear shops, higher 
by 4 and 12 per cent. respectively than in November. rose 


less than sales in both cases. This follows the trend of the 
two preceding months. 

Compared with a year earlier, sales by boot and shoe 
retailers were 15 per cent. higher but the increases recorded 
by drapers (6 per cent.) and men’s wear shops (8 per cent, 
were The rise in sales by outfitters jn 
the men’s wear panel—12 per cent.—was greater than that 
reported by the bespoke tailors, whose sales were only 
3 per cent. up on December 1946. In all three cases the 
increases compared with 1946 were in December much legs 
than in October or November and also less than the period 
February—December considered as a whole. The difference 
from the average was not great in the boot and shoe shops, 
but was more noticeable in drapery and men’s wear, 
particularly in the bespoke tailoring section of the latter. 

The following table compares the changes from the 
previous year in sales in December and February-December 
of the independent shops and the most nearly comparable 
departments of the large-scale retailers, whose figures are 
given in more detail on page 347. The most striking 
disparity is in the experience in December of the boot and 
shoe shops.

Fall in December Sales of Electrical and Radi¢ 
Shops 

Sales of independent hardware, electrical and _ radio 
shops were 2 per cent. lower in December than in the 
previous month but the decline was entirely due to 4 
decrease of 11 per cent. in the sales of the specialist radio 
and electrical shops, the others reporting a small increase; 
and the rise between October and November had been 
much greater than a year before. 

For the group as a whole and for the radio. and electrical 
shops sales were up on December 1946 by 12 per cent. 
but this was less than the increases compared. with the

Furniture Dealers’ Smaller Sales 

Sales of independent furniture shops, partly stimulated 
by the deferred Utility furniture units made valid in 
September and October, were high in October and November 
and fell back 10 per cent. in December, but were, neverthe- 
less, higher than in any month before October. <A_pro- 
portionately smaller reduction (4 per cent.) took place at 
the same time in 1946. 

Compared with a year earlier sales rose by 22 per cent., 
an increase identical with that for the period February- 
December and very similar to the increase shown in Decem- 
ber by the furniture and furnishings departments of the 
large retailers—-23 per cent. For the latter, however, the 
average for the eleven months rose by 31 per cent. 

Independent traders in all five provincial areas reported 
substantial rises in sales on December 1946, ranging from 
23 to 31 per cent., though the samples were too small to 
be reliable in two areas, but the comparatively small 
increases in London, where the sample was small, reduced 
the average for the country as a whole. 


High Sales by Toy 
Booksellers 

A 42 per cent. rise from the already high November 
total reported by independent retailers of toys, sports 
goods and leather goods brought the index to 338, or well 
over three times as high as in January 1947. December is, 
of course, always a very active month in this trade, but the 


rise in sales (5 per cent.) compared with a year earlier was 


Shops, Jewellers and 
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smaller than in the preceding months. Fears of shortages 
and higher prices, to which attention has been drawn in 
previous articles in this series, no doubt led to more early 
Christmas shopping than usual and so tended to make 
the December sales peak less pronounced. Sales of toys 
by the large retailers are included with sports goods and 
cycles. These showed different movements from the trade 
of the independents—the rise on December 1946 being 31 
per cent. while on the average for the eleven months it 
was 21 per cent., against only 11 per cent. for the inde- 
pendenis. 

As in the case of toys, sales of the independent jewellers, 
etc., and booksellers, stationers and newsagents were much 
higher than in November—25 and 42 per cent. respectively ; 
and the rises compared with a year earlier were also less, 
particularly in the former trade, than in the preceding 
month. The rise in sales of the departments of the large- 
scale retailers most comparable with the independent 
jewellers was, when compared with a year earlier, also 
larger in November (41 per cent.) than in December (30 per 
cent.), the corresponding figures for independent jewellers 
being 46 and 11 per cent. respectively. For the period 
February-December the increases were 18 per cent. for the 
independent shops and 24 per cent. for the departments. 

Sales of independent booksellers, stationers and news- 
agents showed a somewhat different trend from that 
of the large shops. ‘They were 8 per cent. higher in 
December and 10 per cent. higher in February-December 
than a year earlier, whereas sales in the books and 
stationery departments of the large retailers were up by 
8 per cent. compared with December of the previous year, 
but only 2 per cent. for the period February-December. 


Seasonal Rise in Chemists’ Sales 


The effect of the Christmas trade on independent chemists 
was to raise sales by 21 per cent. compared with November. 
In no other month of the year did the rise reach 6 per cent., 
but there was a comparable jump in December 1946. 

Compared with a year earlier they were up by 9 per cent., 
the corresponding rise in sales of chemists’ wares by the 
large-scale retailers being 14 per cent. Sales by the large

Motor and Cycle Dealers, Garages and Filling-

Sales reported by the panel of motor and cycle dealers, 
garages and filling-stations were 7 per cent. higher in 
December than in the previous month and 5 per cent, 
higher than a year ago, but these figures concealed wide 
differences between the results for the separate areas and 
too much importance should not be attached to them 
in view of the small number and heterogeneous nature of

Electrical Hygrometer Helps 
Cotton Yarn Production 


In the cotton industry the warp yarn, before going to the 
loom, has to be treated in a particular manner to ensure that 
it will be more capable of standing the shocks and abrasions 
that take place in weaving. The treatment consists in 
dipping the yarn in a size consisting of a mixture of starch 
and fat. It has then to be dried to the correct degree of 
humidity to suit the weaving shed into which it is going. 
If the moisture condition is more than 9 per cent. the yarn 
is liable to become mildewed while stored. 

The knowledge that the yarn is coming off the sizing 
machine at the correct degree of moisture is checked by an 
operative known as a tape-sizer, who does this traditionally 
by feeling the yarn between finger and thumb. This is a 
skilled job, but the operative is not infallible ; it has been 
found by the scientists of the Cotton Industry Research 
Association that the tape-sizer is inclined to allow a safety 
factor of two to three per cent., thus allowing the moisture 
condition to be reduced to 6 or 7 per cent. instead of 9 per 
cent. 

At the Shirley Institute, the Research Station of the 
Cotton Industry Research Association, a machine called 
the Electrical Hygrometer has been produced. This 
measures the moisture condition of the yarn as it comes off 
the machine and registers it on a meter. This enables the 
tape-sizer to-avoid allowing any safety factor and, by 
slowing down or speeding up the machine, he can ensure 
that the yarn is coming off with a moisture content of 9 
per cent., no more and no less. 

The results of this are less wastage of yarn in storage due 
to under-drying ; a considerable saving of fuel because the 
yarn is not over-dried and 10 to 15 per cent. increased pro- 
duction as owing to the avoidance of over-drying the 
machine is run faster. 

Further information is obtainable from Dr. F. C. Toy, 
Director of Cotton Industry Research Association, Shirley 
Institute, Didsbury, Manchester. (Telephone: Didsbury 
2401). 

Dr. Toy can give information as to mills in which the 
electrical hygrometer is used and the names of tape-sizers 
who can speak of the benefits given by the machine.

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A Market for British Exporters in 
Panama 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Information Officer, the 


british Legation at Panama. 


The Export Promotion Department, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1, 


will be pleased to answer any questions arising out of this article. 


Hi important potential resources of the Republic of 

Panama have as yet been little exploited. At the 

present her economy is based on the existence within 
her territory of the Canal Zone. From this zone she 
derives the following benefits: rental paid by the United 
States Government for the Zone; dollar expenditure 
effected in the Republic by the 30,000 odd American 
inhabitants and employees in this Zone ; dollar expenditure 
effected in the Republic by the American Armed Forces 
stationed in the Zone and the tourist and transient traffic. 

The Republic of Panama, although nominally having 

currency which is called the ‘‘ Balboa,” in actual 
fact has no national currency in circulation except for a 
small amount of silver coinage which is in every way 
similar to and pegged to the United States dollar. There 
isno note issue. The dollar is the standard currency. 

Minerals found in the Republie include gold which is 
found in small quantities in practically every river through- 
out the Republic. Commercial exploitation has been made 
in the provinces of Darien, Colon and Veraguas and the 
production used locally for dentists’ supplies and jewellery. 
At present, a range called the Campana Hills, near El 
Valle, is being investigated and samples seem to be good. 
Another mine in the Veraguas Province, called Remance 
Mine, has been blocked and samples show 5 ozs. to the ton. 
his mine is not being exploited at present. 

Mercury is found in small quantities near a place called 
Las Minas. Sutphur is also found but is not exploited. 
Lignite is found but has not been checked as to volume. 
The areas where lignite is found seem to be chiefly in the 
Darien and Bocas-del-Toro. 

Oil has been found in Darien and Bocas-del-Toro. This 
has not yet been exploited in Darien; drillings are now 
going on in Bocas-del-Toro, but, as yet, no successful 
results have been reported. 


Trade and industry 


Every class of light construction material, household 
appliances, clothing and most foodstuffs are imported. 
Panama until 1928 was an importer from all over the world 
f fairly high-class luxury articles. 

This has changed since 1928 and she has become chiefly 
i importer of medium or cheap grade articles. It is, 
however, possible that with the improvement in the ship- 
ping position and the consequent increase in the tourist 
trade, Panama may start importing a higher class of luxury 
ticle. It is, however. safe to say that Panama’s imports 
at the present time cover everything from a pin to an 
aeroplane. 

Local crafts have been gradually dying out. There 
have always been fairly good jewellery craftsmen and there 
wed to be some quite good furniture makers, leather 
workers and, at Las Tablas, pottery makers. Hats of a 
cheap variety are made at Penonome and Santiago. 

The forests have never been scientifically exploited. 
There is no doubt however that good cabinet woods exist, 
many of which are unknown outside the country. Maho-

Coconuts are exported 
but the fibre is not processed here. 

Hydro-electric power is not exploited although there are 
many rivers wh‘ch could be used for this, as also for irriga- 
tion and sanitation. Sait is made from the evaporation of 
sea water. Local mattress factories and upholsterers use 
imported materials. 

During the recent world conflict Panamanian merchants 
were not allowed to re-export. Before the war there was 
quite a large trade here thus engaged, as Panama, due to 
its geographical position, was able to supply nearby 
Republics with a great deal of merchandise. As yet, the 
re-export ban has not been lifted. The export of local 
products totals annually approximately eight million 
dollars; this includes sales to the Canal Zone: annual 
imports total approximately fifty-six million dollars. 

Panama seems as yet to have no official programme for 
post-war development. There is, however, no reason to 
suppose that she will not greatly increase her imports 
in the near future with the increase in the tourist trade and— 
as seems fairly probable—with the lifting shortly of the 
re-export ban. As far as Panama is concerned there are 
no exchange restrictions whatsoever, and being in the 
American account area her sterling carnings are immediately 
convertible into dollars. 


Anglo-Panamanian Trade 

Geographically Panama enjoys a position which makes 
her one of the finest shop windows of the American con- 
tinent. To all intents and purposes this area is bi-lingual 
in Spanish and English. In 1914 the British Empire 
supplied Panama with as high as 40 per cent. of her imports 
and the United States supplied as high as 50 per cent. 
From 1920-1938 British Empire imports to Panama dropped 
to 28 per cent., United States imports remained approxi- 
mately the Germany and Japan supplying the 
balance. In fact, by 1938, Germany and Japan were supply- 
ing increasing “mounts of imports to such an extent that 
imports from the United States were tending lo decrease 
from their predominant figure. To-day it is estimated that 
70 per cent. of Panama’s imports come from the United 
States, 15 per cent. from the British Kmpire, 10 per cent. 
from Latin America, and 5 per cent. from the rest of the

world. 

British goods, for which there is a definite market here, 
consist of hardware (with modern fittings and designs), 
leatherware, cloths and linens, porcelain, cut glass, jewellery, 
biscuits, chocolates, and cheap luxury articles. This market 
is still, however, definitely a price market. 

In the Canal Zone the United States Civil Authorities 
maintain shops called Commissaries at which only United 
States employees of the Zone may purchase. In the Zone 
also the United States Army, Navy and Air Force each 
maintain separate establishments called Post Exchanges 
make purchases.

States itself. It thus follows that the personnel of the 
United States Armed Forces and civil employees of the 
United States Government here make frequent and large 
purchases in these establishments to take back with them 
to the United States. 

The purchasing power of the United States personnel— 
both Forces and civilian—is further strengthened by the 
fact that while in the Zone they pay no United States 
Income Tax, have reduced rentals, and the civilian em- 
ployees receive approximately 35 per cent. to 30 per cent. 
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increase on the pay they would earn in a similar post in 
the United States. Similar heavy purchases for sending 
back to ,their homes in the States are made by United 
States Armed Forces personnel who pass through here 
either on their way to the Far East or back from there to 
the United States. These United States Commissaries and 
Post Exchanges maintain buyers in the United Kingdom, 
France and Italy as well as in the United States. These 
selling organizations make quite large purchases direct 
from the United Kingdom for sale here, of chinaware, 
clothes, sports equipment and other Juxury and 
Juxury articles.

The purchasing methods employed by 
these Commissaries and Post Exchanges for goods from the 
United Kingdom generally take the folowing pattern. 

The heads of the various Commnissaries and Post Ex- 
changes in the Zone are approached by either an agent in 
Panama who has a permit to sell in the Zone, or by the 
representative of a United Kingdom firm who is visiting 
this area. The heads of these Commissaries, etc., investigate 
the goods for sale, their prices, etc., and, should they con- 
sider the articles saleable here, instruct their buyer in the 
United Kingdom to go into the matter there and place an 
order. The heads of the Commissaries and Post Exchanges 
here rarely buy direct themselves from the United Kingdom, 
but their recommendation is the important factor. Thus, 
the advantage of getting United Kingdom goods into this 
market, together with the appointment of agents, and the 
advertising of United Kingdom here is further 
thrown into relief.

Panamanian Goodwill 


There is no doubt about the fact that in the Republic 
of Panama, as in other Latin American countries, there is 
a desire to trade with other countries as well as with the 
United States. Britain and British goods have a sympa- 
thetic appeal here in part due to the existence in this terri- 
tory of a large West Indian colony and Panamanians of 
West Indian descent. 

As a result of the unique position enjoyed by Panama 
owil to the existence of the Canal dividing its territory 
and connecting the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, and to the 
fact that Panama is one of the chief stopping places forall 
air traffic between the United States and Latin America, 
this territory enjoys the nickname of ‘*‘ Shop Window of the 
American Continent.’ It is therefore not unreasonable 
to suggest that goods on sale here advertize themselves in 
many other parts of the American continent by the fact 
that they are seen by so many travellers. 

At the moment major holdings in commerce are restricted 
to Panamanian nationals, but plans are under way—and 
there is good reason to believe they will be put into effect 
for the creation in the Atlantic port of Colon, of a free port 
to be made into a re-distribution centre for Central America 
and the Caribbean. Import tariffs into Panama range from 
5 to 25 per cent. and it is anticipated that the re-export 
control will soon be lifted. 

Agents are active in the Republic and, on the whole, 
fairly good, although due to the fact that vast profits 
were made by the agents and retailers during the war, 
owing to the extreme scarcity of merchandise, both agents 
and retailers are still apt to try and make large profits on 
individual sales. This practice, however, seems to be on the 


decrease owing to the arrival of an increasing amount of 


merchandise and there seems to be an increasing tendency 
on the part of these people to endeavour to make their 
profits on quantity sales. There is a very strong dislike 
amongst local agents in Panama to deal with anybody but 
actual manufacturers. They do not like dealing with export 
brokers. Since credit ranks high amongst 
Latin American Republics, this sentiment is perhaps fairly 
natural.

Agricultural Possibilities 


Agriculture here is still very primitive and open to every 
kind of modern method of exploitation. The Republic does 
not produce enough to feed itself although, were it agri- 
culturally exploited, there is no doubt whatever that it 
could not only achieve this objective but could also export 
foodstuffs. Livestock breeding is not fully understood 
but it is now being studied by the present Panamanian 
Government and some slight importing of livestock to 
improve existing herds is being undertaken. Pests, such 
as ticks, ants, red bugs and termites are one of the great 
obstacles here as is lack of proper irrigation which causes 
a great shortage of water in the dry season and too much 
in the rainy season. 

It is considered that it will be a long time, if ever, before 
Panama becomes an efficient agricultural nation.

Entry of Business Men 
into Japan 


HE Supreme Commander of the Allied Powers in Japan 
has announced that the effective date for the ney 
regulations governing the entry of business men into 
Japan, given in our issue of January 17 (page 121) jg 
February 3. 
fhe procedure for applying for semi-permanent licences 
for representatives of firms registered in the United Kingdom 
wishing to remain in Japan after 60 days, referred to in 
the last paragraph of the notice above, will be as follows: 
The parent firm should apply to the Export Promotion 
Department, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1, fow 
weeks before the expiry of the 60-day permit (which will be 
issued to their representatives in the first place) giving 
evidence to show that : 
(a) the continued stay of their representative in Japan 
will expand the volume of Japanese foreign trade or 
otherwise help the economic rehabilitation of Japan. 
(b) their representative will be able to make his own 
living arrangements independent of occupation facilities 
If this is satisfactory Export Promotion Department will 
forward the application to the Economic Adviser ‘Tok 
who in turn wiil pass it to the S.C.A.P. H.Q. for considera- 
tion. Thus although the recommendation for a semi- 
permanent licence will come from the Government of the 
country concerned the final decision rests with S.C.A.P. 
H.Q., which must take into acco unt the requirements of the 
occupation and the total numbers of foreign business men 
visiting Japan at any one time. 

To save unnecessary time and labour, firms interested 
are particularly asked to note the above procedure.

Canada’s Trade with the Bahamas 


The value of Canada’s trade with the Bahamas has grown 
to a substantial extent in recent Foreign 
Trade published by the Department of Trade and 
Commerce, Ottawa. valued at £131,677 were 
purchased from Canada in 1938, representing 11-5 per cent. 
of the colony’s total imports. Canada purchased goods 
valued at £36,191, which represented 24-4 per cent. of the 
total exports from the Bahamas. 

Imports from Canada increased to £294,278 in 1941 and 
imports of Canadian flour in 1945 were valued at £166,724. 

[xports from Canada to the Bahamas for the nine months 
ended September 30, 1947, were valued at $2,532,641, while 
imports from the Bahamas into the Dominion during the 
same period were valued at $434,136. It is not possible 
to compare these with figures for previous years, as 
Canadian trade with the Leeward and Windward Islands 
was included in the returns for the Bahamas prior to 1947. 

The principal Canadian exports to the Bahamas in the 
nine months ended September 30, 1947, included wheat 
flour, $557,200: vegetable cooking fats, $96,300; _ ale, 
beer and porter, $52,600: fresh beef and veal, $134,400; 
fresh mutton and lamb, $52,300 ; 
and sides, $69,400; butter, $113,000; condensed milk, 
$89,600 ; evaporated milk, $87,700; passenger auto- 
mobiles, $65,500 and soap, $87,400. 

Imports into Canada from the Bahamas in the first nine 
months of 1947 included, fresh tomatoes, $89,500 ; pickles, 
$39,200 ; sponges of marine production, $53,600: salt for 
fisheries, $198,000 and salt in bulk, n.o.p. $23,700.

The Act contains only the changes resulting from the signature of the Agreement and does not include items where the 
effect of the Agreement is merely to bind the existing position. 
Certain tariff items have been amended or split into two (sometimes with new tariff numbers) as a result of concessions 
granted at Geneva.
